Here is an abſolute Command againſt the 
taking away the Life of Man in particular, 
and alſo the refraining from the Blood, that 
is, the Life of Animals; but whoſe Blood 
was to be requir'd at the Hand of every 
Beaſt, the Meaning very evidently implies, 
that Juſtice or Reſtitution ſhall be demand- 
ed on Man by every Beaſt for a Life ſo ſhed. 
For if the Command is poſitive, as to their 
bringing forth Fruit, and multiplying, and 
repleniſhing the Earth (Chap. ix. Ver. 1.) 
after the Deluge, and in almoſt the ſame 
Words, and altogether the ſame Meaning as 
to Adam and Noah before the Deluge, it 
muſt conſequently be meant alſo to refrain
